There are now in the Souther Parts of Jveland, 
a fufficient Number of large Orchards planted with 
Cyder Fruit, to make Experiments of this Kind 
practicable ; and the late Improvement of our Cyders 
in thofe Parts affords great Encouragement to hope 
that they will be fucce sful. It would be an agree- 
able Amufement to make Trials of this Kind, if no- 
thing more could be -expeéted from them than the 
PI aiure of ftudying Nature. But with a little Pru- 
dence in the Management, ‘tis not impoffible but they 
fhould lead at laft to fomevaluable difcovery. "Tis 
hard to tell how much the Cyder of one Acre might 

2 worth, if ic were of the beft Kind; fome in 
England {ells upon the Spot for § or 1cl. a Hogfhead, 
which, at the Rate of to Hogfheads to an Acre, 
affords the Owner a Return which very few Crops 
can equal; and this Profic in the End may be the 
Reward of every Perfon who will turn his ‘Thoughts 
thar Way 

To direct thofe who are willing to engage in Ex- 
periments of this Nature, ic may be ufeiul in the 
Remainder of this Paper, to give them a general 
Notion of what may be expected from the feveral 
Kinds of Fruit ; particular Inftructions on this Head 
would be needlefs, and indeed impoffible, fince rhe 
Peculiarities cf every Kind of Apple cannot be enu- 
merated ; bur the chief and leading Charatters, 
common to feveral Kinds, every Man fhould know 
who engages in this Bufinefs. 

Summer Fruit or {weet Apples, afford a weak, pert, 
windy Juice, agreeable enough to the Palate from 
its Livelinefs and Tarinefs, but in a great Degree un- 
wholefome. It hasno Body, and therefore will not 
keep, and fcarcely deferves the Name of Cyder. 

The Permain, Red-ftreak, Nonpareil, and Golden 
Pippin, yield a palatable Liquor, which, with fome- 
thing too much Sweernefi, has however a high, racy, 
delicate Tafte, and keeps tolerably well: This Cyder 
isin great Eitcem with thofe whofe Palates are not 
feafoned by the frequent Ule of rhe rougher Kinds ; 
bur Criticks don’t admit it among the better Sorts, 
and place it only immediately above the Summer 
Cyder: “Tis however probable, that itis capable of 
Improvement, and when thoroughly well made, may 
obtain among its kindred Liquors the fame Rank, 
which, among Wines, is affigned to Canary, and the 
other richer Kinds. 

Wildings and harfh Winter Apples, may be ranged 
in athird Clafs ; their Juice is ftrong, generous, and 
vinous, and affords tue feveral Kinds of Cyders, 
which are known by the Name of the Rough Cyders. 
Among thote, fome retain the Flavour of the Apple, 
and betray, to a nice Judge, the Fruit from which 
they were extracted, while ethers are entirely vinous 
and leave a neat, fpirituouj, and lively Tafte upon 
the Palate; hence arifeth a confiderable Difference 
in rough Cyders, which in effect conftitutes two 
different Kinds, both good indeed, but notin the 
fame Degree; the Tafte of Fruit upon the Liquor, 
being always reckoned a Defeét ; and that the moft 

erfeét Flavour, which is moft neat and ditengaged 

rom all Peculiarities whatever. 

T’o attain this, fhould be the Aim ofall thofe who 
deal in Cyder, and che harfheft, roughelt Kinds of 
Apples afford the beft Profpect of Succefs; their 
Juices require indeed to be kept a long Time before 
they part with their wild, raw, and grating Tafte, 

but hen mellowed thoroughly by Age, they make 
ample Compenfation, and become the neateft and 
the fineft Cyders: Of this Kind, the Cackagee, Bur- 
lington Crab, Kendrick, and Royal Wilding, are 
the beft Fruits hitherto known in Jreland, and ‘ts 
from them, either fingle or mix'd together, that the 
eateft Improvements in our Cyders muft at prefent 
be expected. A few Years hence we fhall be able 
to add to thefe the Stire, Foxwhelp, Woodcock, 
Whitfour, and Underleaf, lately propagated here 
from England, and in great Reputation there. In 
the mean Time ‘cis upon the former that Gentlemen 
fhould employ their yt and make their firft 
Experiments, and what Affittance we can give them 
in determining the ———- of Ripenefs, Sweating, 
and Fermentation requifite, or in explaining the bett 
Methods of prefling, curing, racking, and keeping 
Cyders, the fhall find in the following Papers.
